PENSIONED  UNDER  THE  SUPERANNUATION  ACT. 

Treasury  Chambers, 

'12nd  December,  1871, 

I directed  by  the  Lords  Commissioners 
of  Her  Majesty’s  Treasuiy,  to  acquaint  you,  for  the 
information  of  the  Earl  of  Kimberley,  that  the  atten- 
tion of  their  Lordships  has  been  called  to  the  necessity 
of  some  further  measures,  in  order  to  give  due  eflect 
to  the  11th  Section  of  the  Act  22  Vic.,  cap.  26.  The 
Section  in  question  is  in  the  following  terms; — 

“Every  person  to  Avhom  a Superannuation  or  Com- 
“pensation  Allowance  shall  have  been  granted  before 
“he  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  sixty  years  shall, 
“ until  he  has  attained  that  age,  be  liable  to  be  calico 
“ upon  to  fill,  in  any  part  of  Her  Majesty’s  dominion* 
“in  which  he  shall  before  have  sefived,  any  public 
“ office  or  situation  under  the  Crown  for  Avhich  hk 
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“ provious  j)iiblio  bc;rvii'.o.s  may  rcinli'i-  him  cligihh', 
“and  if  ho  sliall  di'cliiH!  when  falli'd  upon  to  do  ho,  Io 
“takn  upon  him  Hucli  ofl'ico  or  silualion,  or  .‘•liall  do- 
“ dine  or  lU'glect  to  oxoculo  llu;  duli(!.s  tlien'of  satis- 
“faclorily,  being  in  a compeUmt  state  of  health,  he 
“sliall  forfeit  his  right  to  tlu^  Compensation  or  Super- 
“annuation  Allowaneo  which  had  lieen  granted  to 
“ him.” 

Tlie  eases  in  wliich  a Pension  ah-<'ady  granted  may 
be  forfeited  under  this  suction,  may  he  divided  into 
two  dasse.s: — 

1.  Cases  in  which  a Pensioner,  being  under  si.xty 
years  of  age,  and  in  a comi)Ctenl  state  of  liealtli,  de- 
clines an  otter  of  suitable  emi)loyment  under  the 
Crown. 

2.  Cases  in  which  a Pensioner  having  accepted  an 
offer  of  em})loyment  under  the  Crown,  subsoiiuenlly 
resigns  it  before  attaining  the  age  of  si.xiy,  and  being 
.still  in  a competent  state  of  health  to  perform  the 
duties  required  of  him. 

As  regards  the  first  class  of  case",  my  Lords  request 
that  every  case  of  this  kind  may  be  immediately  re- 
ported to  this  Board,  in  order  that  my  Lords  may  be 
enabhid  tt)  judge  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  evidence 
offered  respecting  the  state  of  the  Pensioner’s  health, 
and  to  take  such  further  steps  (if  ai)3')  as  may  be 
necessary  in  that  behalf. 

As  regards  the  second  class  of  cases,  1 am  desired 
to  state  that  m3’  Lords  hold  that  an  Officer  re-called 
under  the  said  section  to  the  Civil  Service  is  in  just 
the  same  position  as  if  he  had  never  left  it,  w’ith  this 
single  exception,  that  whenever  he  retires  with  the 
Certificates  and  under  the  circumstances  prescribed 
b3'  the  Act,  the  pension  formcrl3’  awarded  to  him  will 
revive,  or  (so  far  a.s  it  ma3'  not  have  boon  suspended 
by  the  20th  Section  of  the  Act  4 and  5 "William  IV., 
cap.  24)  will  continue,  and  will  constitute  the  mini- 
mum which  he  has  then  to  receive  as  a retiring 
allowance. 

;M3’  Lords  request,  therefore,  that  if  any  Officer  who 
has  been  recalled  to  dut3’  in  3’our  Department,  desires 
to  resign  his  situation  before  he  is  sixty  years  of  ago, 
or  pcrmanentl3'  di.-abled,  he  ma3'  be  oxi>ressl3’  cau- 
tioned, that  his  resignation,  if  persistwl  in,  will  entail 
the  I0.SS  of  tlie  Pcn.sion  w’hich  has  been  granted  to  him 
in  respect  of  his  previous  services.  In  the  event  of  the 
Officer  persisting  in  his  resignation,  after  receiving 
sucli  a warning,  my  Lords  request  that  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case  ma3'  be  immediately  reported  to 
this  Board,  in  order  that  the  necessary  steps  ma3’  be 
taken  to  enforce  the  forfeiture  of  the  Pension. 

My  Lords  w’ish  it  to  be  distinctl3'  understood,  that 
in  order  that  an  Officer  sliould  be  entitled  to  retain  a 
Pension,  if  he  resigns  the  office  in  which  he  has  been 
rc-emplo3’cd  before  attaining  the  age  of  sixt3’  3’cars,  it 
is  necessar3’  that  he  should  produce  such  a Medical 
Certificate  as  would,  witli  reference  to  the  terms  of  the 
10th  Section  ofthe  Superannuation  iVet  of  18.59,  justif3’ 
this  Board  in  awarding  him  a Superannuation  Allow’- 
ance. 

In  the  event,  therefore,  of  a re-emplo3’ed  Pensioner 
tendering  a Medical  Certificate  of  ill  health  in  connec- 
tion with  the  resignation  of  his  appointment,  my  Lords 
request  that  before  such  Certificate  is  acted  upon,  it 
may  be  forwarded  to  this  Board,  together  with  a state- 
ment of  the  circumstances  attending  the  resignation, 
and  an  expression  of  the  opinion  of  your  Department 
on  the  merits  of  the  case,  in  order  that  my  Lords  may 
be  in  a position  to  judge  whether  the  case  is  one  in 
which  the  Pension  may  properly  be  allowed  to  revive 
or  continue.
